Of all the works of man. the 
Katins temple stands out as one 
Of tha most amazing it dates 
bark 1.200 years, to tha reign of 
King Krtshnu I. Before It could 
hr produced, men had to cut 
down through solid granite. By 
slow, hard labor they hollowed 
out o great space, leaving a cerv j 
iral mass of rock. 

The mass of rock was Uler 
hewn into a temple, a work of 
beauty. On the outside It Is 10g, 
feet wide and 1M feet lot*

about tha bright of one of our 
eight atory office buildings Much 
of the rock Insidr of the tempi# 
was cut away and resow IT tart 
htgh were formed. The Inside 
walla were plastered over and 
palmed. 

In tha great courtyard are 
ponds, obelisks and aphinses. In 
•oree places where the temple 
was hollowed out. there are huge 
stature of elephants These 
suture lake the place of pillars. 
•*» hewds of the elephants fare 
tha courtyards, and tha elephants 
hold the celling on their backs!
